CAUGHT IN MILAN 


Had Over Two Million 
in Notes. 


They Gave Work to a Milan 
Lithographer—He Suspected 
Them and Told the Police. 
Four Members of the Gang 
Were Captured. 


Milan, March 27.—Four ringleaders of 
an international gang of engravers and 
forgers of checks and banknotes, oper- 
ating chiefiy in London and New York, 
have just been cleverly arrested by Mi- 
lan detectives. Their capture is due to 
the misgivings of Signor Polotti, a very 
skiliful HMthographer of this city, whom 
the forgers had entrusted with the en- 


graving of an immense number of checks, 


varying in value from $!0 to $200 
apiece, which they represented were 
required by the American Express Com- 
pany for its branch establishments in 
Home, Naples and Genoa, 

Signor Polotti confided the affair to the 
police, who bade him proceed quietly 
with the commission, while they prepared 
a surprise for as many as possible of the 
clique, which, during the past couple of 
years, has given untold trouble in Eng- 
land, America, France and Belgium. 
Here in Italy last December, after a se- 
ries of frauds at Genoa amounting to 
$60,000, they presented a letter of credit 
to the Commercial bank of Milan for 
$15.000 on Richard's bank, New York. 
The culprits hive again and again ex- 
ploited the Richard firm, and the Milan 
police are convinced from a mass of 
documents and stamps now seized at 
their lodgings that this criminal gang 
must have had one or more accomplices 
in the employ of the bank itself. 

Four Members Caught. 

Four members of the gang were caught 
red-handed. They are all middle-aged, 
well-dressed men of Italian origin, 
though a considerable part of their ca- 
reer has been spent in the United States 
and Great Britain. They had in their 
possession newly-fabricated hotes and 
ehecks to the total value of $2,200,000, 
which they were about to forward to con- 
federates tn New York and London for 
circulation. The names of the accused 
are Orfeo Origoni, a Neapolitan; Fran- 
cesco Follina, of Pal@mo; Riccardo 
Amisani, of Cairo, and Andréa Fumo, of 
Genoa. 

Origoni, formerly an artillery officer, 
who cames from a well-known Naples 
family, is nephew of the famous Gen- 
eral Matterassi. He has been a con- 
pular agent and representative of various 
commercial concerns in Japan and North 
America. His criminal aliases are Al- 
bert Sullivan, Albert D’Oncien, Mr. Ber- 
mney and Frank Ogle. Follina assumed 
the names of Mr. Reiter, Frank Melton 
and Charles Remo, and carried on his 
professional duties mostly in London, 


while Amisani stayed in Paris as Louis, 


Jean and sometimes ag Benson and 


Spencer.

The lace most made by these French 
workers is pillow lace,.- made with bob- 
bins. To an observer unskilled in the 
craft the making of pillow lace seems 
complicated beyond comprehension, but 
its complication is more apparent than 
real. The simplest forms of bobbin- 
work can be taught to a child in a few 
lessons. It is true, years of patient 
labor are necessary to make one a mas- 
ter of the craft, but fn {ts increasing dif: 
ficulty there lies half the charm of 
lace-making, for an artistic people. The 
learner of lace-work, who would be a 
master, at each advance gains knowl- 
edge which reveals unthought realms 
of beauty, and in the end he finds him- 
self no mere mechanic, but an artist, 
who, knowingly, creates things beauti- 
— and loves his labor with an artist’s 
ove. ~ 

If it was not that the lace worker is 
always anonymous, the fame of the 
skilled men workers of Belgium would 
be far spread. The men’s work is 
Said to be better than that of women 
in the sinypler kinds of lace. It equals 
woman's work in the most difficult 
Kinds. In the Jesuits’ church at Lierre 
there is a magnificent altar cloth of 
lace, made by an inhabitant of Lierre, 
and offered by him to the church. The 
donor’s wife, when dying, asked him to 
work a piece of lace for the church, 
and he, that her wish might be most 
worthily fulfilled, spent fifteen years in 
manufacturing his offering. This lace 
was exhibited at Brussels, where it 
Sained a first prize, and was valued at 
15,000 francs, * 

There are many men in Flanders who 
make the finest lace, but they are gen- 
erally men of easy circumstances, who 
do not sell their work. Those who 
work for gain make lace 
quickly comipleted, low priced, and easily 
sold. Most of the workers are content 
to make narrow Jace, such as tor- 
chon, for which there is an unlimited 
demand tn Belgium, where the women 
of the middie and working classes de- 
light in the luxury of face trimmings. 

The children of, the Flemish laborers 
are taught lace-making by the nuns in 
the village schools, in hours which 
othenwise would be given up in play 
in order that while they are stil] at 
school they may earn something instead 
of having to go untaught 
the fields. After a few weeks’ instruc- 
tion the school children make lace of a 
quality sufficiently good for sale, and 
the nuns selj it for them to the agents

the lace-making district. 

The lace-makens congregate most 
densely about Bruges, but they are 
found in eveny part of Flanders. In 
Zeevecote, a tiny village near the Rel- 
gian frontier, ten or eleven miles from 
Ostend, there is a primary school, 
taught ‘by nuns, in which ‘a class of 
twenty.-two boys are taught lace-mak- 
ing. The boys in this class, whose 
ages vary from eight to fifteen years, 
make lace for three hours a day, and 
each of them already earns, by hie lace 
work, from twenty-five to thirty francs 
& month. When these boys leave school,

The district of Alost, on the frontier 
of Fianders, farthest from Zeew ecote 
half an hour’s journey from Brussels, 
is the home of thousands of Brussels 
laborers, most of whom are brick- 
makers in summer and lace-makers in 
winter. In summer guise these brick- 
makers gf Brussels look a curious race. 
They stalk into the suburban cafes, near 
the brick fields, almost entirely naked, 
save for a generous coating of nich 
yellow olay. They are mostly small 
men, and their nudity makes them seem 
like gnomes*near the well-dressed cit!- 
zens ‘by whom They pass. During the 
Summer months they live in the brick 
fields, in a manner little more complex 
than that of apes in a 1 forest, 
A few planks, knocked together any- 
way, form their hahétations, and their 
cookery is of the rudest kind. They 
live much on horse flesh, which the 
butchers sell, and their utenstls are 
borrowed from the nelghbors round

Monarchs of the past have often :been | 
described as being spendthrifts when, 
it came to lavish squandering on their 
coronations, but it is quite evident that 
King Edward is a record-breaker in 
this respect. His coronation cost Eng- | 
land the “tidy’ sum of $1,796,445— ' 
quite a considerable figure considering | 
that Edward is regarded as one of the| 
most democratic of sovereigns. 

Strange to say, the recent revelation 
of the enormous figures involved has n0t | 
created even a flutter of excitement in 
official, or other circles, in England. 
The only question that has been raised 
is one of technicality. The committee 
who had to “pass,”’ or audit, the vouch- 
ers for the coronation have pointedly 
drawn attention to the fact that the ac- 
counts. a8 finally submitted, were not 
in keeping with the original estimates. 
No question of propriety is raised 
whatever concerning the spending of 
more than $!,700,000 on the court func- 
tion. The committee only feels slightly 
hurt thet these expenses made the orig- 
inal estimates presented to parliament 
jook sick. In fact, these estimates 
stated that the coronation would cost 
only $725,000, whereas that figure was 
exceeded by just $1,071,000. Of course,

It is said with more or 
lesg accuracy that the king made it a 
point to “blow” a lot of money on his 
coronation because his subjects had | 
complained for many years that Queen | 
Victoria was a miser. She removed her 
court from London to Windsor to have 
money, and though the royal family 
was costing the English people the huge 
sum of nearly $3,000,000 per annum, 
Queen Victoria spent practically noth- 
ing. It was mainly to offset this un- 
favorable opinion that King Edward 
decided to “‘plunge.’”’

AMERICAN NAVAL LEAGUE 
FLOURISHES IN FLORENCE 


Florence, March 27.—Europe hag awak- 
ened, this year, to a keen interest in 


the American navy, due to the visit of 
the fleet. Much has been learned on 
this side about the naval American from 
America. America, on the other hand, 
has not a little to learn of the energy 
of her naval sons and daughters over 
here. A notable example is Cavaliere 
Thomas G. Ford, for eleven years in- 
structor in the naval academy at An- 
napolis, now of ‘Florence, Italy, and for- 
merly of Neport, R. 1. Although 4 
man of years, his tireless American en- 
ergy has prompted him to such acts of 
humanity for animals, and for general 
benevolence, that King Victor Emmanueé] 
has bestowed the decoration of a cava- 
liere of honor upon him, the only Anglo- 
Saxon in Florence who has received it. 
His patriotism, too, hag played its part 
in his European work, for, in 1904, he 
founded the first branch of the Urited 
States Naval League in Europe. 

Besides being instructor at Annapulis, 
Cavaliere Pord has written considegably 
on the origins of the navies of the past, 
their histories, etc., and the authuorities 
at Annapolig have published his work in 
the form of a naval text-book in use in 
the academy. 

The first meeting of the league, in 1904, 
took place in the drawing rooms of his 
home in Via Cavour. Fifty Americans. 
men and women, at once enrolled them.

Will he measure up to the standard 
end make for Atlanta that kind of a 
Mayor who was needed in one of the 
greatest epochs of the city’s history?

His Very First Work. 

Just as soon as Mayor Maddox was in- 
Stalled in office he began a close and 
earnest study of every city department.

He acquainted 
himself with the heads and detailed 
workings of every city department. He 
learned the needs of the schools, the 
waterworks, police, the fire department, 
the parks, the library, the hospital and 
the health department.

What He Has Done for Atlanta:

Vision had long been needed and he wid 
not lose a single day ‘in having this fm- 


Through his earnest efforts a measure 
was adopted calling for the physical 
examination of children in the public 
schools, and a physician and nurse have 
already ‘been appointed to carry out 
this important work that means much 
for the health and better education of 
the children. 

He indorsed and approved the steps 
that were taken to increase salaries of 
public school teachers. 

After a personal inspection of the ma- 
chinery at the waterworks station, on 
the first legal holiday after his inaugu- 
ration, he discovered that some of the 
large and costly pumps needed repairs; 
he took the matter up with that busi- 
nesslike way and with that energy which 
he has displayed all through his ad- 
ministration. The result is that the 
money for the repair work has been ap- 
propriated, and before summer comes 
all of the pumps will be ifn first-class 
condition, and there will be no need to 
fear a shortage of water. ; 

When an attempt was made to give 
an indecent exhibition in the city. Mayd~¥ 
Maddox went quietly to the place him- 
self, saw that the show should be sup- 
pressed and he suppressed it without 
any ‘‘grandstand play.’”’ 

He has used his veto power only once 
and that was to disapprove an ordi- 
nance allowing the asphalt/streets to 
be sprinkled. He did this/ after the 
chief of the sanitary department had 
informed him that the asphalt streets 
were washed every night with flushing 
machines, after the chief of the fire 
department had demonstrated to him 
how extremely dangerous were wet as- 
Phait streets and after all the leading 
merchants had stated to him that they 
did not care about the streets being 
sprinkled. This instance is recited to 
show that Mayor Maddox intends to 
use his veto power with great care and 
consideration. ° 

He is now using every effort to have 
the city adopt some plan whereby a 
and disabled firemen and policemen can 
be pegsioned. 

An Able Financier. 

As a financier, Mayor Maddox has 

shown himself to be one of the most 
able managers of Atianta’s moneys that 
the city hds ever had. While watohing 
closely the expenses of government, yet 
he has been iiberal when it came to 
using the city’s money for needed public 
improvements. He has recently secured 
a renewal of the $30,000 loan on the 
city hall without paying the commis- 
sion of $400 which the city paid the 
last time the loan was renewed. 
He has urged an issue of bonds to {m- 
prove the sewer system, to complete 
the waterworks and to build new schools, 
and We will continue to push the bond 
election until it is held. 

But above all and over all, in a re- 
view of Mayor Maddox's three months 
of service to the city, there stands out 
preeminently his systematic business 
methods.

System. 


Problems Which Confront Mac- 
Veagh Are: Growing Deficit, 
Enforcement of New Tariff, 


© ~(Special.)—‘Until 
the United States@ i have a chancellor 
of the exchequer,@- 
or & secretary the treasury clothed 
with absolute’ power to control the 
budget of expenditures, the United 
States government income and outgo 
will always be a question of ‘hit or 
miss,’"’ declared Robert B. Armstrong, 
formerly assistant secretary of 
treasury, 
problems which’will beset the secretary 
of the treasury during the Taft admin- 
istration. “A deficit is always a possi- 
bility,” he said; “‘extravagances, dupli- 
cation of work, and eccentricities in 
gzovernment expense are ever present 
and an increasing menace to proper 
government financial management. 

We Have No Budget. 

‘One of the queer anomalies of the 
American form of government is that 
there is no absolute responsibility for 
government expenditures. We have no 
budget. The secretary of the treasury 
must transmit to congress the requests 
of all executive departments for appro- 
priations. The formula in Washington 
for an appropriation is this: find out 
what you think you want, multiply it 
by two, and take what you get. 

‘*‘All of the demands for expenditures 
are concentrated in the appropriation 
commitees of both houses of congress, 
and there pressure is exerted without 
let or hindrance except the rebellion of 
the members of that committee. No 
executive officer of the government has 
the power to limit or co-ordinate the 
demands for expenditures. It is the 
executive department of the government 
arrayed against the legislative to get 
all it possibly can in the way of appro- 
priation and then it cheerfully puts 
the blame upon congress for whatever 
extravagances there may be.” 

Of the problems undertaken by Sec- 
retary MaeVeagh, a Chicago man, Mf. 
Armstrong has appreciation from his ex- 
perience in the treasury during which 
time he was for several months acting 
secretary, although the problems have 
been greatly complicated by conditions 
which have develepod since that time. 
Mr. Armstrong, now president of the 
Consolidated Casualty Company, of Chi- 
cago, called upon to anaiyze the pres- 
ent tremendous burden taken up by Sec- 
retary MacVeagh, pointed out the 
financing of Uncle Sam is ‘hit or miss” 
and the elements that enter into the 
calculation of the treasury’s head. 

A Growing Deficit. 

‘Three unusual problems conffont the 
secretary of the treasury, now, he 
said. “A. growing deficit, accompanied 
by a disturbance of income both in in- 
ternal revenue and customs.

attends to the business of his depart- 
ment in as systematic a manner as he 
would observe at his bank. 

Has Brought About Harmony. 

Mayor Maddox has dgne more than all 
this. He has brought about harmony 
in the council and city boards, and has 
kept himself in such close touch with 
counc']| members that the affairs of the 
city can be carried on without any fric- 
tion. He has stood shoulder to shoulder 
with councilmen when they were work- 
ing for the upbuilding and progress of 
the city, and he has entertained them 
as personal friends at the social board. 

In his office the humblest and poorest 
citizen of Atlanta meets with the same 
kindly reception as is extended to those 
who stand high in political influence. 

Acting as the host for Atlanta, Mayor 
Maddox has received and entertained 
many noted visitors. He welcomed such 
distinguished men as President Taft, 
Dr. Bhiot, president of Harvard uwni- 
versity, and Governor Folk, of Mis- 
souri. He has made addresses to such 
organizations as the Builders’ Exchange, 
Credit Men's Association and many of 
the leading organizations in the city. 

A few days ago when asked about his 
work in behalf of Atlanta, he said: 

Compliments City Officials. 

“Since my inauguration, three months 
ago, I am glad to say_thkat I do not be- 
lieve there is any graft in any depart- 
ment fof the city. The officials are 
working to the best interests of the 
city, and the departments are being 
conducted ag efficiently as the appro- 
priations will allow. Atlanta is to be 
congratulated upon the earnestness and 
ability with which the general council 
is attending to the many matters of im- 
portance brought before it, and I can 
only hope that the remaining term of 
my Office will be as pleasant as it has 
been in the past three months and that 
I may continue to have the hearty co- 
operation of all the city officials and 
the public as I have had thus far.”’ 

Just one word in conclusion as to the 
personal characteristics which Atlanta's 
present mayor has carried into public 
office: . 

To distinguished visitors and men of 
note who are entertained in Atlanta, 
Mayor Maddox is the educated, refined 
and cultured gentlemen. Gifted with a 
grace of thanner which makes him an 
ideal host, he is a credit and honor to 
Atlanta on all public occasions; during 
his office hours he is the sincere, honest 
business man; to those with whom he 
comes in daily contact he is the public

IN THE SOUTHERN LEAGUE 


-+]lanta Shows Up as Strong as Any of Her Rivals and | 
Should Be a Pennant Contender—Others 
Are Watching Crackers. 


By J. W. Heisman. 


Hardly anyone oan. have the temerity 
to ask or look for closer or better races 
than were in evidence last season in 
neatly every baseball league in the 
country. There is* no getting away 
trom the fact that they were the very 
best on record. So if we are to see 
anything nipper and tucker than we 
beheld last year, it would have to be 
actual ties at the season’s end, which is 
not very likely to happen. 

But while the various races may be 
no closer, the caliber of play may still 
improve, I suppose. Not that there is

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BRUSHING OF SAND GREENS & 
_TO BE UNIVERSAL IN GOLF 


Pinehurst, N. C., March 27.—In an 
effort to bring about a general ob- 
servance of the new United States Gol? 


Association rules, and to establish 
general local rules on courses in the 
middie south and south, where sand 
greens are used, the board of govern- 
ors of the Pinehurst Country Club at 
a meeting held early in the week 
fadopted the following resolution, 
which the secretary has been in- 
structed to give general publicity. 

The new rules forbid brushing on 
the puttirg sand, and we note with 
regrét that most of the green com- 
mittees at the winter resorts are in- 
clined to disregard the new ruling, 
and make local rules permitting 
vrushing, lifting around irregulari- 
ties, etc. 

After looking at the matter from 
every standpoint, and giving it a 
thorough consideration, we conciuded 
to abolish this practice of brushing, 
and play the game strictly in accord- 
ance with the hew rules. 

Golf at the winter resorts has now 
grown to be of such magnitude that 
these resorts cannot, in our opinion, 
afford to longer retain these little, pet- 
ty local rules, which are not only not 
necessary, but which are not in keeping 
with the high position the game now 
occupies at the southern resorts. The 
very fact of this prominence in the 
game should make the green commit- 
tees steadfast in their determination 
to accept the new rules in their en- 
tirety, wherever it is possible to do so. 

Furthermore, if a player brushes for 
two or three months in the south, he 
forms a habit which is hard to break 
when he goes back to the grass greens 
in the north. 

We have been playing under the new 
rules at Pinehurst since February |, 
end hear-nothing but approval from 
the good players and very few com- 
plaints from the mediocre. Doing away 
with all this unnecessary Lrushing on 
the putting greens allows the matches

Sugar Problem Is Main One for 
Cuba — He Declares Mortal 
Blow Will Be Given the Pine- 


apple Industry in Cuba by 
Duty in Payne Bill. 


jPMmMiadetphia, March @7.—With Alfredo 
Zayas, vice president of Cuba, as the 
principal speaker, the American Acad- 
emy Of Political and Social Science held 
a notable meeting in Witherspoon ha)l, 
here, tonight, at which the past and 
present cSnditions, and the prospects for 
the future in Cuba and in the Philip- 
pines were discussed. 

Cube a Testing Ground. 

Dr. Ll. 8. Rowe, professor of political 
ecience at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and president of the academy, in 
introducing Vice President Zayas said 
that, rightly or wrongly, Cuba is now 
looked upon as the testing ground of 
popular institutions, and that the hopes 
and wishes of the American people are 
with the present government on that is- 
land. 

Among the other speakers were Major 
General ‘Leonard Wood and General 
James H. Wilson. 

Former (Governor Charlies E Magoon, 
of Cuba, under the second intervention, 
was unable to attend the meeting be- 
cause of iliness, but the address he had 
prepared was read by Dr. Rowe. 

Vice President Zayas, of Cuba, de- 
clared that from a political point of 
view the present conditions of the new- 
ly-made island republic seem to insure 
a growing strength and stability to 
her institutions. 


Cuba and American Tariff. 

(He devoted a considerable part of his 
Speech to the question of the present re- 
vision off tariff in the United States as it 
would affect Cuban producers. 

“The existing treaty,” he declared, 
“has not favored Cuban sugar to the 
point desired by the producers, for the 
margin of protection given them by the 
reduction of the duties of importation, 
that is to say, 20 per cent, is almost all 
taken advantage of by the speculators 
and refiners.” 

He said that for this reason the sugar 
producers, as well as the tobacco manu- 
facturers, desire a new treaty which will 
fac’litate;the importations of these prod- 
uc‘s. He added also that a mortal blow 
will be given to the pineapple producers 
if the duty proposed by the Payne Dill 
is levied. The sugar problem, he said, 
is the main one for Cuba. The Cuban 
producers are following anxiously, ac- 
cording to Vice President Zayas, the 
diferent steps in the consideration of 
the present tariff bill. 

“Cuba needs a. sure market of great 
consuming capacity,” he asserted, “its 
natural market Is the United States, 
from which it is separated by a few 
hours’ trip, and whose extraordinary 
and increasing capacity of consumption 
guarantees the sale of its principal prod- 
ucts. On the other ‘hand, Cuba offers a 
good market for the majority of Ameri- 
can productions.’’ 

In speaking of the social question, he 
said that in his opinion the race prob- 
lem dées not have much importance in 
Cuba, and that the labor problem does 
not present any difficulties which can- 
not be made to disappear. 

Magoorn on Cuba. 

Former Governor Magoon, in his ad- 
dress, said the two questions most fre- 
quently heard about Cuba were: Will 
the present government of the island 
continue to be stable, and should the 
United States annex Cuba? The dan- 
gers which imperil the stability of the 
Cuban government, the address says, 
arise from the racial characteristics of 
the people, and it is not to be presumed 
that’ these characteristics of the two and 
a half millions of Cubans have been 
changed by administering their govern- 
ment for two and a half years. There- 
fore, the address says, the question as to 
whether that government will prove 
stable cannot be answered, except by the 
test of time. 

The former governor said that he had 
no hesitation in declaring that the Cu- 
bans are capable of self-government. On 
the question of annexation, the address 
saye that the United States will not, and 
cannot annex @uba, except with the full 
consent of the pag 

“T am giad to ,’ the former gov- 
ernor concludes, ‘“‘that the thought of 
annexing the island of Cuba is enter- 
tained by but few Americans. It is, and 
for a number of generations, will con- 
tinue to be an iridescent dream.”

Increased Taxes Will Fall on 
the Poor Women, Harrison 
Declares —New York Man 
Says the Democrats Will 
Stand Together. 


Washington, Mirch 27.—Debate on 
the tariff bill in the house today was 
largely devoted to an academic dis- 
cussion of the question and the polit-, 
ical questions involved, although Mr.) 
Gardner, of Massachusetts; thoroughly 
reviewed the question of free hides 
and a tariff on leather goods. Mr. 
Longworth, of Ohio, and Mr. Harrison, 
of New York, the new democratic 
member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, were the only representatives 
of the tariff framing committee who 
made speeches. 

Longer Hours for House. 

Representative Ansberry, of Ohio, 
advocated free lumber, and Mr. Keifer, 
of Ohio, and Mr. Slemp, of Virginia, 
concluded the speechmaking for the 
day, the house adjourning at 6:16 p. m., 
to meet again at !0 o’clock Monday. 
This was in accordance with the mo- 
tion of Mr. Payne, of New York, that 
until the conclusion of general debate 
on the tariff bill, the house meet for 
ten and one-half hours each day. The 
hours agreed upon are from 10 in the 
morning to 6 at night, when a recess 
of two nours is to be taken, the house 
to continue in session from 8 to 10:30 
o'clock at night.

“T wa your pardon for pe 
Monseigneur Amette’s secretary came 
into the archbishop’s study with an air 
of much perturbation one morning, “but 
a lady, the Viscountess de Raineville, 
has just died and hes ieft her fortune 
of several millions to your exceliency.” 

“What is this, friends? Surely 
there is some mistake,”’ the archbishop 
turned abruptly in his chair. “I never 
even heard of the lady.’’ 

“That may be," tle secretary admitted 
deferentially, “but the fact is that your 
excellency is the sole heir of this legacy, 
which includes a well-known racing 
stud.” 

“Ah, of course you mean this legacy 
was left to the church to be distributed 
among the poor under my direction.” 

But when Monseigneur Amette under- 
stood that the legacy was left to him 
personally and not to the church, he 
refused to accept it. But just. after 
his secretary had left the archbishopric 
to communicate Monegeigneur Amette’s 
decision to the executors of the will, 
‘word came that the court had ratified 
the bequest, so there was nothing to do 
but to accept the legacy, including the 
embarrassing item of race horses, 

Of course, the archbishop immediately 
gave orders for the sale of the stud, 
also of the viscountess’ properties, com- 
prising much real estate, a breeding 
farm and a historic chateau at Allon- 
ville, in Normandy. ‘Tihe legacy, con- 
verted into cash, will be used for verioug 
charftabie organizations. 

If the august and unwilling owner of 
race track favorites fancied that he 
could wash his hands of proprietary du- 
ties so easily, he soon discovered his 
misteke. His man of affairs soon came 
to him with a complication. The horses 
were to be put up at auction ata big 
establishment in the rue de Ponthieu. 
But gome critics had pointed out to this 
man Of affairs that the auctioneer was 
a Jew. Was this a serious enough con- 
sideration to warrant the intervention 
of the archbishop? It evidently was, for 
a few days iater the honor of auctioning 
the stud was awarded to a rival estab- 
lishment, where the sale is to take place 
shortly. 

The collection consists of twenty-five 
horses, and by a curious coincidence 
the de Rianeville jockeys have always 
worn violet—the archbishop’s color, 

During \he last years of her life | 
viscountess, an old jady in her seventies 
had very naturally not taken as much 


interest in the horses ae her husband. 


had done. He was a staunch royalist 
deputy and his wife was apparently a 
strong sympathizer with his antfi-re- 
publican ideas, for she delighted in giv- 
ing names which were caricatures of 
prominent governmental personalities, to 
her horses. Clerhenceau was transform. 
ed into Clemencette, and Caillaux be- 
came Calllautette. 

Because of the viscountess’ lack of in- 
terest in race track triumphs or defeats, 
very few of the horses which will be 
auctioned are. particularly celebrated, 
although former victories of the .de 
Raineville stable are still remembered 
in sporting circles. Since her husband’s 
death the viscountess hag paid more at- 
tention to the breeding of horses than 
to races. Her farm at Allonville is one 
of the best in france, and many of the 
de Raineville foals are sold during the 
summer season at the fashionable resort, 
Deauville. 

How did it happen that a woman of 
such wealth left her great fortune to 
the archbishop? The only member of 
her tmmediate family still living was a 
sister. whom she thhad not spoken to nor 
seen for many years, because of some 
family difficulty. There were a few 
distant cousins, nephews and nieces, but 
Madame de Raineville had held herself 
aloof from all relatives for a long time, 
She had cut herself off not only from 
her relations, but from her circle of 
friends, at one time so large. The great 
er part of the year she lived in solitary 
etate at her chateau and when she 
visited her Paris apartment, no detail 
of her daily routine was changed. Her 
way of living was a matter of conjecture 
to former friends and acquaintances, She 
received no one but her confessor, the 


Abbe Riviere, and for several years be- 
fore her death she seldom left her room, 
She never ate anything but the plainest 
of foods—chiefly cereale and mil&—which 
were served to her on a tray in her 
high, canopied bed. However, as a re- 
minder of those ceremonious repasts of 
other days, her butler always arranged 
a table near by, set with costly damask 
and heavy plate, and served a full course 
dinner to a couple of empty chars. 
Two years ago Madame de Raineville 
deposited $200,000 with an insurance 
company—the money to be paid out in 
annuities of $14,000. Shé lived on this 
and the income from her various proper- 
ties was devoted largely to charities, 
Considering her eccentric isolation from 
friends and family and her absorbing 
interest in the church, it ig, not gurpris- 
ing that the archbishop found himself 
heir to her millions—racing stable in- 
cluded |

| Spent in This Section. 


Southern Posts for Barracks 
and Quarters and for Other 


Purposes—List of the Posts 
to Be Improved. 


Washington, March 27.—While ft has 
not yet been decided by the war de- 
partment, owing to the short time 
which has passed since ‘congress ap- 
propriated the money, how all of the 
military appropriations for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, {11 be spent, 
itis believed-thatthe south will receive 
a goodly share of the money. It was 
stated at the war department that, as 
all of the present year’s appropriation 
has not yet been made use of, it will 
not be possible for several weeks, or 
possibly longer, to estimate with any 


as to how next year’s money |' 


eccuracy 
will be divided. At the present time 
the hearing before the house commit- 
tee on military affairs, at which it 
was stated by the various heads of 
army departments what the estimated 
appropriations made by them were de- 
sired for, gives the closest basig by 
vhich to judge what will be done with 
those portions of the estimated appro- 
priations which congress saw fit to 
grant. 

What Was Asked For. 

Of the more than $4,000,000 asked 
for to be used for barracks and quar- 
ters, $3,500,000 was granted. The cut 
in the amount asked for will mean, of 
course, that some of the construction 
werk which the department had plan- 
ned to do during the next fiscal year | 
must be deferred. 

When he appeared before the com- 
mittee, General Aleshire, of the quar- 
termaster’s department, stated that 
there was need at Fort Bliss, Texas, 
of two‘sets of captains’ quarters, two 
non-commissioned staff officers’ quar- 
tera, quarters for the band and sep- 
arate company messes, all of them to 
cost $54,000; at Fort Logan H. Roots, 
Arkaneas, of a ‘storehouse, a wagon 
shed and an extension to the stable, 
these to cost $12,000; at Fort McIntosh, 
Texas, of an addition to the quarter- 
master’s storehouse, to cost $6,000; at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, of two cap- 
tains’ quarters, to cost $21,000; at Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, of two double 
stable guard buildings, a guard stable 
and *shop, two blacksmith’ = shops, 
Stables for hospital and ambulance 
shed, a fire apparatus house, a band 
barracks, a colonel’s quarters, three 
captains’ quarters, eight lieutenants’ 
quarters, four non-commissioned staff 
officers’ quarters, a field artillery sta- 
tle, a gun shed, a band stable, a guard 
house and an ordnance storehouse, al! 
of these to cost $247,145, and at Fort 
Sill, Oklahoma, a colonel’s quarters, a 
field officer’s quarters, four, captains’ 
quarters, one eight-set bachelor ofti- 
cers’, quarters, four battery stables, 
two double stable guard buildings, 
four battery gun sheds, a guard house, 
an administration building, 
house and a quartermaster’s stable, all 
of these being estimated to cost 
$319,887. 

Larger Part for South. 

As nearly seven-eighths of the money 
asked for for barracks and quarters 
was appropriated, the south will re- 
ceive at least the larger part of the 
buildings mentioned. 

For roads, walks, wharves and drain- 
age, the sum of $1,367,000 was asked 
for, of which $1,100,000 was granted. 
This means that most. of the work 
planned by’ the department in this line 
can be carried out. It was desired to 
spend at Fort Pickens, Fiorida, $7,413; 
at Fort Morgan, Alabama, about $/4,- 
000; at Fort Sam Houston, Texas. about 
$37,000; at Fort Thomas, Kentucky, a 
little more than $16,000; at Fort Ogle- 
thonpe, Georgia, about $4,500; at Key 
West Banks, Florida, $785; at Fort 
Monroe, Virginia, $2,000; at Fort Myer, 
Virginia, $3,000, and at Fort Barrancas, 
Ficrida, $10,000, all of the above being 
for road construction and repair. At 
Fort Taylor, Florida, $48,000 was asked 
Yor to construct a wharf, which, it was 
stated, “will be an exipensive structure 
owing to its great length and the char- 
acter of the bottom on which it is 
placed. This is independent of the 
project for sea wall and fill.”’ 

For grading and improving the land 
at the following pointe appropriations, 
included in that for walks, roads, and 
so forth, were asked for: Fort Mor- 
gan, Alabama, about $3,600; Fort Bar- 
rancas, Florida, $10,000; Fort Screven, 
Georgia, 51400; Fort St. Philip, Louis- 
jana, $26,000; Fort Pickens, Florida, 
$20,500, and Fort DeSoto, Florida, $i0,- 
650. For deepening the channel to the 
wharf at Fort Moultrie, Georgia, $44,- 
875 was asked for. 

For improving the water supply or 
gyetem at the following points, appro- 
priations were asked for as follows: 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma $40,000; Fort Lo- 
gan H. Rootes, Arkansas, $16,000; Fort 
Sam Houston, Texas, $72,000; Fort Mc-

racks, Florida, $6,000 and Fort St. Phil- 
ip, Louisiane, $14,350. For sewer sys- 
tern at Fort Sill, O'clahoma, $60,000 was; 
asked, and for a pumping plant at Fort 
St. Philip, Louisiana, $9,000. As the

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OW FARMERS RULE THE 


(J. O. Howe in Bo ston Transcript.) 


That in the yankee state of Connecti- 
cut, known! for her wooden nutmegs 
and sawdust hams and yankee gim- 
cracks of other days and her mighty 
manufactures of the present, the state 
legisiature should be practically con- 
trolied and certainly largely dom{nated 
by the combination of small town mem- 
bers, known as the Farmers’ Associa- 
tion, is, to be sure, an anomaly, but 
mo less a fact. BPvery session day, of 
which there are but three a week now 
because of catering to the farmer mem- 
pef, in the forenoon previous to the 
Opening of the day’s session—and one 
of the by-laws of the organization is 
that its daily gathering shall break up 
at least five minutes before the speaker 
of the house and the lieutenant gov- 
ernor in the senate rap for attention 
to the invocation of the chaplain—this 
Fatmers’ Association meets to consider 
-the state of the commonwealth and 
What is doing in the legislative halls. 

Fresh from their constituents come its 
Mmembers—for these country legislators 
travel back and forth between their 
homes and the capitol at Hartford daily 
for the most ‘part and on transporta- 
tion furnished by the state. They come 
efter having talked it over with their 
home folks about the stove in the vil- 
gage store, no doubt, to their forum in 

artford, whose only purpose is to in-

Always Probing. 

Committees to investigate this subject 
or that and report are continually ap- 
pointed by the Farmers’ Association, 
and there is seldom a committee hear- 
ing on legislation of importance which 
is not attended by a detail from the 
association, whose members watch and 
listen, say nothing or very little, and 
return to the association to report with 
great care. Originally the association 
paid attention almost entirely to those 
subjects which directly affect and in- 
terest farmers, and the matters closest 
to the hearts of rural members are al- 
ways now given their full meed of at- 
tention, so'that one who happens into a 
morning meeting of the Farmers’ Asso- 
clation is as likely to hear an earnest 
discussion of the praper tegisiativé rem- 
edy for epidemics among bees or the 
prevention of sheep killing by dogs as 
of how saucy Conmecticut ought to be 
to Mascahusetts In the matter of the 
latter’s assertion of authority over. the 
New York, New Haven and hnartford 
ratiroad. 

OConnecticut-is far from an agricul- 
tural state in the present day use of the 
term, though, of course, it has dozens 
of farming commumities and market 
gardens without nmumber; it is an indus- 
trial] state, a manufacturing state, with 
two dozen busy, bustling, growing man- 
ufacturing cities and a special depend- 
ence on the tariff, but the unexpected 
domination of the state legislature by 
a body of smali town members is easily 
explained. The Nutmeg state’s adher- 
ence to the town system of representa- 
tion as opposed to popular representa- 
tion is so well known and has been so 
often exploited as to be trite, but on 
that fact rests the ability of the Farm- 
ers’ Association to be what it is. 

In little Connecticut, 125. miles by 60, 
there are }66 towns. The house of rep- 
resentati has 2556 members. More 


‘than half of the i68 towns, the older 


towns, have two representatives; none 
haa. leas than one. The town of Union, 
way off the map up in the northeastern 
corner of the state. has about 400 in- 
habitants, less than it had in 1786, and 
two members in the house; the town 
of New Haven. which is the city of 
New Haven, has 140,000 people—and 
two representatives in the house. One 
cast less than a hundred votes on No- 
vember 3, and the other cast 25,000.

votes, and in that lies the strength of 
the Farmers’ Association. 

Nor is it difficult to understand the 
tenacity with which the small 
towns cling to this antiquated system. 
Out of this, indeed, grew this Farm- 
erg’ Association, which is the child of a 
great need. In 1902 the constitutional 
convention which Governor McLean 
had wrung from the legislature of 190! 
and the machine leaders met with the 
avowed purpose of altering the town 
System of representation; while from 
every small town in the state men ral- 
lied to the defense of their ancient pre- 
rogatives. Each of the 16 8towns had 
a single member in the convention, 
and it needed only that the hill towns 
get together and stay so. 

First came an allidnce among them at 
the instance of George M. Clark, of 
Haddam, on the the Connecticut river, 
a quaint type of the village politician 
noted for his outspoken contempt for 
the corrupt practices act and his 
claimed ability to raise six tons of hay 
to the acre. This later merged with 
the Litchfield county meeting, to which 
all small town members were invited. 
Litchfield county is made up of rural 
communities in northwestern Connec- 
ticut, and hasn't a city in it, and with- 
in its borders had arisen the champion 
of the small towns in the person of 
Donald T. Warner, of Salisbury, state’s 
attorney for the county and unsuccess- 
ful candidate for the nomination for 
governor gained by McLean. 

This Litehfield county meeting ended 
by largely dominating the constitution- 
al convention, so that even the one- 
representative-to-a-town - and - a-sen- 
ate-of-sixty men were beaten out, and 
the only result of the. winters’ work 
was the enlargement of the senate from 
twenty-four to thirty-five members on 
a basis of popular representation. The 
whole of, Tolland county, for instance, 
with its thirteen towns—among which 
is Union—became one senate district. 
That mattered little, however, for: the 
house remained the same, with 255 
members, and Tolland county continued 
to have twenty-two of these and Litch. 
‘The small 
towns were safe for a tim. 

Lesson of Combination. 


They had learned the lesson of com. 
bination, too, and to pull together, and 
in the following session of the General 
Assembly, that of 1903, organized the 
Farmers’ Association as a measure of 
protection, with Dr. George Austin 
Bowen, of Woodstock, a member of 
that Bowen family identified for many 
years with the New York Independent, 
as president. He was a member of the 
house from one of the characteristic 
little towns, and every. president of the 
association from then on has been. 
Senators have been members and are in 
the present -session of 1909, two or 
three (only three senators are listed in 
the roll as farmers), but the association 
has never sought to have strength in 
the senate. It couldn’t. Fourteen of 
the thirty-five senators come from the 
six cities of New Haven, Hartford, 
Bridgeport, Waterbury, Meriden and 
New Britain, four, three, three, two, one 
and one, , espectively. 

No, it is the house of representatives 
that the Farmers’ Association—greeted 
first with somewhat of derision, but 
long since recognized as the power that 
it is—seeks to control and does; and 
with this control as a strategic base it 
forces the senate into line. It might 
be wondered at th even 80 many 
small towns—there are 44’ towns in the 
state with less than 1,000 people, 107 
with less than 3,000 and !33 with less 
than 5,000—would send enough simon. 
pure farmers to control a house of 225. 
They don’t. The present house of rep- 
resentatives contains 87 members reg. 
istered as farmers, but while these are

Originally its constitution entitled to 
membership “any member of the gen- 
eral assembly engaged in agricultural 
pursuits or in sympathy with agricul- 
tural interests and having no interests 
in conflict with purposes,” which were 
stated to be “to promote agricultural 
interests and the mutual benefit and 
improvement of farmers; to maintain 
inviolate the laws of this state and of 
the United States; to influence for good 
the action of both political parties; to 
watch and work to promote good meas- 
ures which may come before the pres- 
ent general assembly; to try to put 
down bribery, corruption and trickery 
in all forms.” Each session’s associa, 
tion is law unto itself, like the legisla- 
ture of which it Is a‘part, and the con- 
stitution of !909 shortens this to en- 


house Or senate who is in sympathy 
with its object, which 1s “to foster the 
agricultural interests of the state and 
discuss from time to time such matters 
coming before the general assembly as 
have a bearing, direct or indirect, on 
the welfare of the public.” It means 
the same thing, and is so taken. 


It Is Non-Political. 

The Farmers’ Association is self-per- 
petuative and non-political. It is also 
unique; no other state legislature pos- 
Sesses such an organization. Men may 
come and men may go, but the associa- 
tion is like Tennyson’s book. It even 
has between-session meetings, and men 
who are not reelected maintain tacit re- 
lations of intimacy with its doings. It 
recognizes neither republican nor dem- 
ocrats, though, of course, it is prepon- 
derantly republican in a legislature 
which has 47 democrats out of a total 
membership of 200. Leaderships and 
political centrol may shift, but § the 
Farmers’ Association is always there. 

A record of .its accomplishments 
would be a record of the doings of the 
Connecticut legislature from the incep- 
tion of the organization. Again and 
again it has swayed the action of thé 
house its way and never has an impor- 
tant piece of legislation gone through 
without its impress being stamped upon 
it somewhere. Governors are glad to? 
appear before the i(Farmers’ Association 
and to be influenced by it in appoint- 
ments and other matters as touch it 
closely. The association has even 
memorialized congress. To President 
Roosevelt it sent resolutions protesting 
against the discontinuance of the obu- 
reau of Dfological survey. It sent ite 
vice. president to Washington and Di- 
rector Merriam, of the bureau, assured j 
him that he was very @lad to be “bother- 
ed” by the Farmers’ Association of the 
Connecticut legislature. 

Coastruttive Legislation. 

The last three or four sessions of 
the legislature have seen put on the 
statute books of Connecticut much first- 
class constructive legislation and the 
Farmers’ Association has had to do 
with all of #. Connecticut’s model auto 
law, which abolishes an arbitrary speed 
limit and makes reckless driving the 
test, never could have béen passed but 
for the association’s becoming ‘con- 
vinged of its worth. Connecticut's $6,- 
000,000 system of good roads is directly 
due to the association’s influence. 

So with railroad and trolley and tele- 
phone and deer and pure food and game 
protection legislation and much besides. 
Nor does the control of the association 
ever pass, even in slight measure, from 
the farmers. There are too many small 
town members for that, even if city 
m get in, as they have in a very 


few cases. *

TO SCENE OF TROUBLE 


Officers Had a Warrant for 
Chief Chitti Harjo—As Dep- 
uties Approached Home of} 
Chief Twenty Guns Were! 
Fired at Them — Feeling Is. 
Bitter Against the Indians, 


Oklahoma City, Okla., March 27.—In @ 
pitched battle at Hickory Ground t0- 
night between a posse of five ay 2 
and twenty Creek Indians, of the Snake 
Clan, Officers Edward Daum, of Checo- 
tah, and Herman Odom, of Checotah,; 
were killed, and Frank Swift, of Mus- 
kogee, fatally wounded. Frank Jones. 
and William Carr, the other members 
of the -posse, escaped without injury,: 
and fied to the gettlements, where the/ 
news of the’ battle was telephoned te’ 
Sheriff Odom, of Mcintosh county, 

Two Killed Outright. 

The posse of officers went to the 
home of Chitti Harjo, chief of the 
Snake clan of the Creek Indians, to 
serve a warrant on him. 

Herman Odom, son’ of the sheriff of 
McIntosh county, and Edward Daum, 
city marshal of Checotah, were killed 
outright. 

Swift dragged himeelf from the scene 
of the battle, and was later picked up 
by William Carr, one of the escaping of- 
ficers, and taken to Pierce, a station 
one mile away. Frank Jones, another 
of the posse, who escaped, boarded a@ 
train at Pierce, and went to Checotah 
early in. the evening, bearing some de- 
talls- of the- battle. 

Twenty Guns Were Fired. 

The officers, having heard that the 
Indians and negroes were again peace- 
able after the battle of Thursday morne- 
ing, approached the cabin of Harjo, 
near Hickory Ground, without fear. of 
trouble. As they were in the act of 
entering the chief’s yard, twenty guns 
were leveled upon them from as many 
men in the house and around the cor- 
ners. Odom and Daum fell dead, and 
Swift was seriously injured. Jones ran 
a few yards and hid himself in a clump 
of trees until the Indians disappeared. 
Then he returned to the bodies of his 
companions. \Finding them dead, he hur- 
ried to Pierce. 

Within thirty minutes after the re- 
port of the battle reached Checotah, @ 
hundred men were armed. Every avatl- 
able gun and practically all the ammt- 
nition in town was taken. In an hour 
fifty men were marching toward Hick- 
ory Ground. When the news reached 
Muskogee, officers immediately issued 
a call for men and in a short time @ 
posse of fifty was ready to march. 
From WHenryetta to Teleetka men will; 
also go tonight to Pierce, the place 
selected for mobilization.

PRINCE RADOLIN TO SUCCEED 


Berlin, March 28.—Prince von Bulow’s 
retirement has been hinted at so per- 
sistently and so often for the past cou- 
ple of years that, lke the cry of 
“Wolf, wolf,” it is almost impossible 
to credit it. Almost every man of con- 
siderable importance in German public 
life has at one time or another been 
designated by rumor as his successor. 
In some cases there has been good 
foundation for the predictions of the 
coming downfall of the chancellor, but 
in the vast majority the wish has been 
father to the thought, and Prince von 
Bulow could well afford to treat them 
with the urbane contempt with which 
he did. Now, however, the diplomatic 
| incident which within the past few 
days has magnified into the ‘“Radolin 
affair,” will disturb his sleep for some 
weeks to come. Prince Radolin, Ger- 
man ambassador to France, is freely 
mentioned even in higt diplomatic cir- 
clés, as tiie successor'of the suave von 
Bulow in the very near future. 

The wiseacres declare that for years 
there has existed an intense rivalry be- 
tween Prince Radolin and Prince von 
Bulow. The kaiser’s representative at 
Paris is a foeman worthy of the chan- 
celior’s steel. He is a born diplomat, 
reinforced by a training equaled by but 
few men in Germany, or in the whole 
world, for that matter. He began his 
public career at the Prussian legation 
@t Florence in 1/1865. Subsequently he 
wae secretary of the legation at Paris, 
Stuttgart, Madrid and Dresden, and first 
secretary of the embassy at Constanti- 
nople for five years. He became minis- 
ter at Weimar in i682, and court mar- 
ehal of the Emperor Frederick III. tp 
to the time of that ruler’s death. 
Thereafter he wae for three years am- 
bassador at Constantinople, and for six 
years ambassador at St. Petersburg. 
For the last eight years he has been 
stationed at (Paris, one of the most dif- 
ficult posts at the disposition of the 
German foreign ofice, and the natural 
stepping stone tothe post of chancellor. 
He is a knight of the Order of the 
Black Hegle of Prussia, a member of 
the privy council and a hereditary 
member of the Herrenheus, or upper 
chamber of partiament. His second 
and present wife is a daughter of a 
Diece of the celebrated French states- 
man, Prince de Talleyrand. 

He is a large man with a big head. 
He wears a full beard of the spadé 
shape, and both ft and his hair are 
turning gray. Hie heavy features sug-

LURED SON TO DOOM 
BY BAG OF PEANUTS 


As Little Boy Ran for 
Peanuts Father Shot Him. 


Father Then Turned Weapon 
on Himself—Had Previously 
Tried to Kill Wife, Daughter 
and Mother-in-Law. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 27.—After firing 
two bullets at his wife, pointing a re- 
volver at his mother-in-law, when she 
attempted to help her daughter, and 
trying vainly to get his little daughter 
out of a neighboring house that he 
might kill her, Harry Smith, aged 3i 
years, living at Coraopolis, near here, 
today sent a bullet through the brain of 
his 6-year-old son, Russell, killing the 
boy instantly, anf then shot himself 
through the head, dying in a few mo- 
ments. 

The cause of the tragedy is said to be 
liquor and jeaiousy. 

Smith, who has beén married for thir- 
teen years, came home from work this 
afternoon, and upbraided his wife about 
a domegic matter. (Fearing trouble, the 
woman sent the two children to the 

ome of a neighbor. During the argu- 
ment which ensued, Smith is said to have 
drawn a revolver and fired two shots at 
his wife, who ran from the house. He 
then pointed the revolver at his mother- 
in-law, who triéd to quiet him, but did 
not pull the trigger, and left the house, 
going to the home of the neighbor, where 
the children bad been sent. He called 
to his girl to come to him, but the child 
did not respond. 

Hearing his father’s voice, Russell 
came to the door and was sHown a 
bag of peanuts, which Smith offered to 
give him. Unsuspectingly, the boy ran 
to his father, but the latter, instead of 
giving the lad the peanuts, drew his re- 
volver, and fired a shot through the 
child’s brain. Without pausing, the man 
turned the weapon upon himself, and 
gent a bullet into his temple, falling 
beside the body of his murdered son, 
and dying almost instantly.

during this.extra session, and not wait 
until next December, and to stan4& with 
the democrats for a reasonable debate 
On the tariff bill and a reasonable op- 
portunity to offer amendments to it. 

Their overtures were-refused by Mr. 
Clark, and twenty-three democrats then

Recorder Sentences Greek toa 
$500 Fine and Thirty 
Days in Stockade. 


The limit of the law and the usual 
sentence for violaters of the prohibi- 
tion laws was passed yesterday after- 
noon in he recorder’s court by Re- 
cerder Pro Tem.

Minneapolis, Minn., March 27.—A dis- 
covery said to have been made by Dean 
George D. Frankforter, of the College 
of Chemistry, of the University of 
Minnesota, and by which it Is claimed, 
the United States may produce a hun- 
dred times more wood puly paper than 
was believed possible of producing, is 
causing interested discussion here. It 
is claimed that the discovery means 
that every cord of fir lumber will yield 
$10 on by-products alone and that most 
of the 60 per cent of a tree now wasted 
would be utilized. 

Dr. Frankforter said he has experi- 
mented for twelve years. The perfect. 
ed process consists of placing pleces 
of waste wood or sawdust on a steel 
incline over a furnace and forcing dis- 


rosin to pass off as gases and leaving 
wood pulp free from pitch and per- 
fectly adapted to the manufacture of 
paper, a 

The existing method of distillation 
fleft the pulp in the form of charcoal 
which chemically was of little value. 
Dr. Frankforter is said to have eéx- 
tracted from one cord of Norway, pine, 
worth $7.50, turpentine valued at $41.60, 
and wood pulp worth $39, or a yield of 
$800 from $7.50 worth of raw material, 

Walking one day in [897 through 
the pine woods of northern Minnesota, 
Dr. Frankforter noted an old stump 
which give out an odor unlike that of 
ordinary turpentine. He took a piece of 
the stump back to the university and

New York, March 27.—(Special.)— 
10 streets in the city epitomize New 
ork—Wall street, the piace of getters, 
and Forty-fourth street, 
spenders. Just as more money is made 


-in the formér than in any other equal 


area in the world, so is more money 
spent in the latter—or rather that part 
of. it, less than a third of.a mile long, 
which lies between Broadway and 
Fifth, ayenué—than ‘anywhere éise’ fh 
the world. There money is literally 
thrown away with both hands. In the 
circumscribed area more than $5,000,- 
000 is’ spent each year in such inci- 
dentals as drink, cigars anq cigarettes, 
Vor if Wall street is the ace where 
the money princes do their work, this 
other street is where they take the 
pleasure.

is perfect and every appliance of 
pleasure or comfort ig at hand.

CROOKS AND POLICE MATCH WITS. 


IN USE OF MODERN DISCOVERIES 


New York, March 27.—(Special.)—Take 
my. word for it,’ sala'a well-known police 
captain. here recently, “this talk about the 
prevention of crime through the. advance 
of aciehoe is all: wrong, so far as the. sn-_ 
dividual is concerned. ‘he reason that 
it is easier to bring the criminal to jus- 
tice nowadays is not. due to scientific ad- 
vance half so much as. IG:ts to organiza- 
The use of evéry invention; ike 
'the wireless or the telephone, is as open 
to the criminal as the criminal hunter. 
Where we excel, and here you find .the 
reason for the increasing efficiency of 
police and detective forces, is in organi- 
zation. We have the law behind us and 
we are organized with the backing of 
the law and the right. But so far as 
the individual is concerned, the criminal] 
is just as able and just as quick to take 
advantage of scientific advance as the 
man who is hunting him. 

Take, for instance, wireless telegraphy. 
Its advent, of course, enabled us to com- 
municate with ships on which criminals 
were attempting to escape instead of 
merely cabling to the port of arrival. 

“But on the other hand, the invention 
was also used to circumvent the -law. 
In. Chicago, for instance, when pool 
fooms had been closed in the city, a 
floating pool room outside the three-mile 
limit and thus beyond the city’s jurisdic- 
tion, was maintained in the shape of a 
steamer on Lake Michigan for some 
time, The. quotations and reports from 
race tracks were: all received by wire- 
less. Bvery advance in the science of 
safe building has been met .with equal 
ingenuity by an advance in safe-break- 
ing. It is only organization that has 
enabled the forces for right to keep 
ahead of the forces for wrong.”’ 

While this viewpoint may appear 
strange to the average person, it would 
seem to be borne out by the facts. An 
analysis of. the manner in which the 
criminal’ has met scientific advances in 
the field of invention, which appears in 
Appleton’s magazine, shows this clearly, 
and at the same time reveals his almost 
diabolical cunning. The description of 
the perfection of the modern. safe and 
the latest methods for breaking it reveal 
some interesting features. 

“Crime,” says the Appleton article, 
“keeps pace with civilization, changes in 
the habits and. customs of mankind lead 
to new offenses,. while some. good - old 
stand-byg have become unpopular. Firat, 
some cautious’ person invented an iron, 
burglar-proof safe; immediately the 
cracksman invented himselk. This de- 
clared a war of wits bétween the safe- 
makers and the safebreaker. ‘The door 
to-the original eafe fitted in straight, 
like: any ordinary door. They were #80 
easy to open, by means of a jimmy, that 
they did not furnish the burglar with 
common amusement. It was unsports- 
manlike. The wedge-shaped door was 
somewhat more. difficult, until] the 
cracksman found a way: to manage ‘itt. 
‘Then Mr. Inventor devised ‘a combina- 
tion lock, and thought he had utterly 
outwitted the thief. But the no less in- 
genious thief bought him one, and merci- 
lessly studied out its°weakness. At first 
he did not attempt to. break the. lock, 
but devoted himeelf to blowing it open.

This was chud’s: ag! He puttied up 
the crack all ‘the way around the door, 
except a tiny hole at’ top and bottom. 
| At the bottom Hole he set a small shelf 
of very fine gunpowder. To the. top hole

which. sucked in the powder. Then hé 
fired the safe.

method by corrugating the door to his 
safe and fitting it with rubber, so as to 
make it air-tight. The cracksman took 
another twist in his art, used acif, de- 
stroyed the rubber, and again blew open 
the safe. As safe doors were made hard- 
er and harder, so did Mr. Cracksman 
make his drills of finer and finer temper. 
But all of these methods were accom- 
panied by more or less noise and the 
cracksman dislikes notoriety. .8o0 he 
began to experiment with the combina- 
tion lock and speedily found a means to 
-open it. The cracksman took the little 
finger on his left hand and kept it band- 
aged for weeks so as to make it highly 
sensitive to touch. Then he pared the 
nail down into the very quick, laying 
the nerve centers bare. Thus, without 
drills or powder, he was able to open a 
\safe by placing the sensitive end of his 
finger against the lock, while he. slowly 
turned the combination. 

‘So keen and delicate had his sense 
of touch become that he could ‘feel when 
each tumbler dropped into position. The 
safe would be opened, rifled and closed 
again, leaving no sign to show how 
the trick was turned. The cnacksman 
was tickled mightily with the mystery 
and bewilderment he left behind him. 

“The safemaker invented new safes, 
one after another, which could not be 
ibroken in the same old way; the high- 
grade cracksman bought them, one aft- 
er another, took them to his quiet work- 
shop, studied eveny detail of their con- 
struction, and. found new -ways to 
break them. Neck to neck ran the 
armor plate of’protection and the high- 
power guns of attack.” 

Perhaps of all modern inventions the 
telephone thas been the chief agent in 
the field of crime, its commission and 
detection. How it has served as a pro- 
tective agent and .a means of detection 
are well known. The ways in which it 
is used by the criminal to further his 
success are less well-known, while equal- 
ly subtle. 

Acommon swindling trick made pos- 
sible is thus déscribed in the Appleton 
article: 

“Goldsmith & Co. are rich jewelers in

rings.

CARS FOR USE IN CITY 


“Atilantans are either speed-loving 
people, or they don’t know a good thing 
when they see it,” said Morris Rich 
yesterday, when asked why Gate City 
autoists had not taken to the electric 
car. 

Mr. Rich is a great believer in the 
electric-propelled vehicle, but, according 
to hig statements, there are not more 
than twenty-five or thirty other Atlan- 
tans who wamt the “juice” to carry 
them along. 

‘It’s a great car for city use,‘ he said, 
“and stands up under trips as lengthy as 
forty miles from the city. It has all the 
speed, 6 to 20 miles per hour, that the 
city laws will stand, and yet it seems 
that Atlanta is slower than other cities 
in realizing the worth off the electric car. 
It is ideal for doctors, and is the-onily 
car that is safe for a lady to drive. The 
upkeep is less than that of the gasoline 
car, and the operating expenses never 
run over a cent-and-a-half an hour, but 
still Atlanta folk don’t Ifke the électric 
car. As I have said before, it must be 
that they love speed too well. 

‘‘A good electric car easily goes forty 
miles on one charge. The car can be 
charged at home during the night, and 
the expense is very light. The t 
day it is in great running order, without 
the odor and pistol-like explosions of the 
cars that use gasoline as a motive 
power. 

‘The electric car is very easy to take 
care of, and very easy to run. There 
are not a net work of controllers about 
your feet and hands to look after, but 
just one, which, with the steering wheel, 
is the only thing to notice when you 


are rumning the car. This controller 
 neadoan the machine, backs it, and does 
everything else, making the operation 
| most simple. 

~““Savannah, a much smaller city than 
Atlanta, is much more appreciative of 
the electric car. Savannah has four 
times as many in operation as this 
city, and has not as many gasoline 
cars. ‘Three-fourths of these cars in 
Savannah are run ‘by ladies, and chil- 
dren have been seen to operate them.

It has never been known to figure in an 
accident, while gasoline and steam cars 
are always running into a wreck. 

“Having six speeds, it can be adjusted 
to suit the driver, anywhere from six to 
twenty miles per hour.

Its pages will be at all 
times open to new ideas and fresh 
Ahouchts. 

In discussing and commentifig on men 
and measures, or political propositions

For the sake of the argument, we 
will admit that the editor of this mag- 
azine is sadly deficient in democratic 
history and equally lacking’ in a 
Knowledge of democratic principles. 
With this confession. he takes a-place 
in line with 90 per cent of the rank 
and file of democracy, and the class 
stands assembled. 

Now, Colonel Pendleton, what are 
you ‘and the democratic politicians do- 
ing or going to do to help us—you who 
smile not altogether sweetly at youth? 
In your admonition to your junior you 
confess to an intimacy with democratic 
history and the principles of democ- 
racy and to a full knowledge of what 
the democratic party has done for the 
south.

sent) would refuse to print the editorial, 
yet assail portions of it. 

And dn none of these provisions were 

we disappointed. 
, But we were not prepared for the 
hundreds of letters indorsing the edi- 
torial without reservation, and urging 
that there be no wavering in the effort 
/ to give the people of the south an oppor- 
tunity to read more of a discussion of a 
subject so genuinely vital. These letters 
came—are still coming—from men in and 
out of the south, but, with one exception, 
they were not from politicians. It is 
pleasant to find that the men who repre- 
sent the real progress, the present in- 
dustry and much of the big possibility 
of this big section, can accept the be- 
lief that discontent rightly directed is 
benign and can applaud a viewpoint 
which many regard as radical, and some 
denounce as damnable.

of constructive statesmanship in our 
representatives.at Washington instead 
of a crowd of job-holding politicians 
who do their section positive harm by 
their obstructive tactics. 

“I want. to thank you personally for 
voicing. so fully and in s0 public a man- 
ner the real vital truth of the situa- 
tion. The welfare of the south, com- 
mercial, -political and: social, is of vast- 
ly more importance than whether this 
or that cheap politician holds his job or

“It matters not whether a represen- 
tative or senator goes to Washington as 
a republican or democrat so long as he 
works along broad lines for the inter- 
ests of his state or section, instead of 
acting simply as an _ obstructionist.

growth of the most wonderful part of 
America. 

The south, through ite’ inherent kin- 
ship in temperament as well as a sin- 
gularity of viewpoint on the negro 
question, will always possess 4 solid- 
arity that will make this .section in- 
stant and unanimous in responding 
whenever or wherever the country’s 
good or greatness is at stake. This 
kind of solidarity is to.be nurtured 
and kept at full strength in every 
southern breast—not’ in passivity, but 
rather in active beneficence to be felt 
to the glory of the south and through 
the south, in every artery of our na- 
tional life. 

This the south cannot accomplish by 
standing behind an imaginary line and 
daring Progress to toe the mark. 


There is a whisper -among the 
leaves, a palpitant. thrill as we. feel 
with Lanier in the marshes at sunrise 
an upstirring that is vague, yet full of 
meaning—a thril] of restlessness that 
puts expectancy on edge. 

It is the growing consciousness of 
the south that more than ever we 
represent the ideals that must be up- 
held and ideas that. are to inform the 
rest of our nation. But they are ideas 
ond ideals of the present, and they 
hold the germs of a glorious. growth 
for the future. You of the Far West 
will be the first. to understand this; 
then the north and the east. Already 
we are preparing to ask for our birth- 
right and to demand the recognition 
of a co-laborer from the party with 
which we have heretofore dwelt— 
democracy—and we shall get an 
answer, for not for long will the 
south continue willing to accept an 
attitude “or a state of mind as 
sufficing for reward and reason. 

Sentiment not less than memory is 
a gift of the gods. But. there. must be 
a line between the visionary: and the 
real. Today economics ig the basis 
of political alignment; this is as true 
as the threadbare assertion that the 
tariff ie a local issue. ¥et should tariff 
revision seem to threaten us in the 
south, certainly tradition can furnish 
neither refuge nor remedy. 

The south has every reason to be 
tender toward her traditions, solemn- 
ly veiled.as they are in sorrow. But 
if we would be true to these tradi- 
tions, we must press again to the front 
in ‘art, literature, commerce and 
statesmanship. If there are those who 
prefer to stand. still and gaze back- 
ward, let us say to. them without feel- 
ing, but earnestly.and definitcly— 

It is for the south, not for any party, 
that we are striving. You have done 
your share in the past. - You were the 
masters of yesterday; we are the lords

OPIUM TO BE BARRED 
BY THE UNITED STATES 


After April 1 the Drug Will 
Only Be Admitted for 
Medical Purposes. 


Washingten, March 27.—After April 1}, 
next, neither opium or other compound 
containing: or representing opium in any 
fonm can legally be brought into the 
United States or any of its outlying 
possessions except for strictly medical 
purposes. Carrying into effect a law 
Passed at the last session of congress 
embodying this restriction, the secre- 
tary of the treasury today issued regu- 
lations in which it is declared that the 
term “opium” ghall cover all of ‘its 
forms, including the following named 
alkaloids, their salts or combinations, 
and such others as it may be found 
necessary to include in the future: 

Morphine, codeine, dodeine, diacotyl, 
hereoin, peronine, thorchloroides, sul- 
phates, etc., and all mixtures or prep- 
arations containing them. The terms 
‘for medicinal Purposes only,’’ used in 
the law, is declared to mean for the 
treatment or prevention of disease of 
man or other animal. 

Smoking opium will be seized forth- 
with and destroyed as an ijlegal im- 
portation. 

Opium other than smoking opium and 
its preparations and derivations im- 
ported for medical purposes, may be 
entered for immediate transportation 
in bond to, and for consumption, or for 
warehouse, at the specifically named 
ports,

I have been asked to write a letter for 
the children of America about the chii- 
dren of Japan. I want the boys and 
girls who take this newspaper to seat 
themselves upon the magic carpet of 
fairyland, which will take one around 
the world in the twinkling of an. eye. 
All you have to do is to shut your eyes 
and wish you were there, and when you 
‘Open them, lo! your wish has come 
true. Our magic carpet has carried us 
across the Pacific and has dropped us 
down in the heart of Japan. We are 
in the big city of Kyoto, in the central 
part of the country. There are moun- 
tains in sight everywhere, and behind 
us is a beautiful lake which fills the 
river running through the city. The 
houses are so many that they cover ar — 
much space as Philadetphia, which «hat 
three times as many people. Their walls 
are Such that they can be slid back dur- 
ing the daytime, end we can see al’ 
that goes on within. Most of the 
etreets are lined with stores filled with 
.all kinds of curious goods, and tthe 
streets, stores and houses are swarming 
with children. Here they are working, 
helping their parents; there they are. 
Playing, and further: on is a crowd | 
going to school. . 

What jolly youngsters they are! We | 
hear their laughter sounding out on the 
air, and as they see us some bend half 
double, in Japanese fashion, and yell 
out, “O-hi-O,” their word for goodday. : 
Others who are ruder, cry out Japanese ° 
syllables which, our interpreter says, 
mean: 

“You furry-headed 
have eyes like a cat!” 
Our Japanese Brothers. 

We find that we are as great curiosi- 
ties to the Japanese children as they 
are to us. Their skins are yellow, and 
their eyes are a trifle aslant, and so 
fastened at the corners that they do not 
come as wide open as ours do. They 
think that their eyes are the more beau- 
tiful, and tliat cream-colored skins are 
quite as fine as white ones. Outside of 
this, Japanese boys and giris are just 
like Americans. Their little black eyes 
can see as far as ours can; and if you 
scratch their yellow skins, they wii 
bleed in the same way. You had bet- 
ter ‘be careful not to do so, nowever. 
They are as proud as you, and they will 

fight at the drop of a hat. 

They are not as tall as we children 
of the same age, but they are fully as 
strong. Get one of the little fellows to 
double up his arm, and put your hand 
on his biceps. Every muscle stands up 
like a baseball, and every ounce of his 
flesh is hard with the athletics which 
every schoolboy has to take daily. As 
to his fighting, you have heard how 
the Japanese whipped the Russians, who 
a@re almost twice as heavy as they are 
and three times as many in number, 
and how, about fifteen years ago, they 
conquered the Chinese, who have ten

A Day for Dollies. 

On the 3d of March every year occurs 
a great girls’ holiday, known as the 
feast of the dolls. On this day the boys 
have to stand in the background. Their 
parents pay little attention to them, 
and they make the girls, for .the time, 
the chief members of the family.

The Children Soldiers. 

Just now the children of Japan are 
all playing soldiers. The nation is still 
excited over its victory, and the boys 
go about with guns and flags, march- 
ing in step while their trumpeterfs ,

There is a little throne of steps made 
for them in the back of the parlor or 
in the most honored place in the house, 
and they are placed upon this in rows. 
The children then sit down in front of’ 


‘them and talk to them. They put food 


and drink before them in tiny dishes, 


have six or more. Some of these fish 
may be fifty feet long, and they look 
like great whales as they swim in the 
air. They reprerent the carp, which is 
noted for-its strength and daring. Every 
one wams hie son to become a strong 
man, and this fish means strength. 
5 Kite Fights. 

The Japanese boys are great kite fly. 
ers. I have counted a hundred kites in 
the air at one time over a Japanese 
village. The kites are of all sizes, but 
they are usually square or oblong in- 
stead of the shapes known in America, 
They are often made like birds, with 
wings, and sometimes like fish. A fa- 
vorite amusement is fighting kites. In 
this sport the strings are first~soaked 
in glue and then dusted with powder- 
ed glass, This {is done for a long dis- 
tance from the kite, and it makes that 
part of the string a sort of flexible file. 
When two boys fight their kites they 
try to make the strings cross as the 
kites are flying, and by sawing cut one 
string in two. The kite which breaks 
away first ‘then becomes the property 
of the owner of the one which is still 
flying. The favorite time for kite fly- 
ing is in the winter, and it is at its 
height about New Year. There are kite 
stores in the Japanese cities, whose 
sign is a cuttlefish perched on the top 
of a high pole. The words for kite and 
cuttlefish sound the same in Japanese, 
and for this reason the signs. 

In the Toy Stores. 

The toys of Japan are an evidence 
of the love which these people have for 
their children. Every family spends 
| money in amusing its little ones and a 
great industry is carried on in toy- 
making. There are toy stores every- 
where. Every village that is large 
enough to hold a shop has one or more. 
They are to be found in the poorest 
parts of the cities, especially near the 
temples, where the streets are lined 
with them. Some of the favorite toys 
are made of dough, and there are ped- 
dling cooks who go around selling 


them. There are men who carry toy 
stoves through the streets and rent 
them out to the children at so much 
per hour. They furnish cakes and 
other things for the little ones to cook, 
so that for two or three cents a party 
of girls can have a stove for an hour 
and cook a whole meal for themeéives. 

Some of the toys are made of lacquer 
and many of paper. One can buy a very 
nice gun for $2 and a tin sword for 
10 cents. 

’ Instructive Games. 

Many of the toys and games are used 
in teaching the children. There are 
playing cards with classical poetry on 
them, used much Hke our game of au- 
thors. Another pack of cards teaches 
the old Japanese proverbs, and another 
the names and forms of animals. ‘‘he 
Japanese are experts in top spinning. 
They have whistling tops and can keep 
a half dozen of them going at one time. 
They play battledore and shuttlecock, 
especially at New Year, and at that 
time the stores are filled with bats and 


double walis of wood. The outer walls 
of each side are shoved back during 
the daytime into little cupboards at the 
corners, and the finer inner’ walls of 
sash filled with paper panes may then 
be seen. There is a space between the 
two walls, and in this. we sit while 
awaiting our friends. They soon appear. 
They get down on their knees and 
bump their heads on the floor in bow- 
ing to us, and then ask us in. We 
take off-.our shoes and leave them oute 
side. This is the oustom of all Japanese 
ese. The houses are exceedingly clean, 
and the floors are covered with thick 
mats of woven white straw, which 
would be hurt by the nails in our shoes. 
The mats are so soft that our feet sink 
into them, and we feel iike lying down 
and rolling over and over. 

In the meantime our littl Japanese 
friends have laid cushions on the mats 
and beg us to sit. These people do not 
use chains or sofas. They have tables 
for eating which are not more than a 
foot high, and they sit and sleep on the 
floor. The mats are soft and when they 
have taken out and spread on them 
some well-padded comforters they have 
a very soft bed. In the daytime these 
comforters are rolled up in a bundle and 
put away in a cupboard or hole in the 
wall, which, by a sliding door, is so 
covered that you would not suppose it 
was there. By tihis means the bedroom 
is turned into a parlor, and when a ta- 
bie is brought in it is a dining room as 
well. 

As we sit on the mats our little friends 
fel us about their homes, explaining 
some customs which are different from 
ours. They say that the mats are 
cleamer than our carpets, and that they 
are very convenient in describing a 
house, as they are alwaiys of the same 
Size. They show us that each mat is 
three feet wide and six feet long, and 
Say that the size of a house or room is 
known by the number of mats it takes 
to cover the floor. The room we are 
in has eight mats. Larger rooms have 
twenty or thirty mats, and when a car- 
penter starts to build a house he asks 
the owner hofw many mats he wants, 
and thus fixes the size and price, All 
land in Japan is measured by the unit 
of the mat, a tsubo being six feet 
square or two mats in size. Land here 
is measured by taubos, not acres. It 
takes more than a thousand tsubos to 
make one acre of land. 

How the Children Bathe. 

By and by we go out to look at the 
bathroom. The Jiapanese children are 
very cleanly, and they take a redhot 
bath every day. The bath tub is about 
as high as our shoulders. It has a 
stove pipe running through it with a 
board resting against the pipe to pro- 
tect one’s body from it when he gets 
in. The pipe is filled with charcoal 
and lighted. It soon heats the water 
to boiling, and when it begins to steam 
the Japanese jump in. Even little babies 
are put into this hot wader. It turns 
their skins red, and when they come

We find 
some difficulty in conveying the rice to 
our mouths with the chop sticks, and 
finally raise ‘the bowl to our lips and 
shovel it in. .As it grows cold we pour 
a little hot tea over it, laughing with the 
Japanese children as they do the same.

GLOVES AND HOSIERY GRAZE MOON 
UNDER PROPOSED NEW TARIFF 


Claiming That Projected Changes Will Bleed Average 
Man and Woman, Atlanta Merchants Protest to 
Washington—Interesting Mr. Littauer. 


“Tf the proposed increase on hosiery 
and glames in the pending Payne tariff | 
bill becomes a fact, the average man 
and woman in Atlanta and elsewhere, 
now paying 25c for hosiery and $1 for 
gloves, will find themselves paying in- 
steady 35c, pérhaps more, for hosiery, 
and $1.35, perhaps more, for gloves, And 
it is by no means certain the articles 
they get for these advanced prices wil! 
not be infinitely inferior to the articles | 
they are now getting at present prices.” | 

In this manner Beaumont Davison, of 
Davison-Paxon-Stokes, among the larg- 
est retail dealers in Atlanta, summarized 
the effect wpon the local and American 
consumer of two of the important pro- 
jected changes in se-called “tariff re- 
vision.” 

Tariff revision and its infinite intrica- 
cies developed yesterday a strong At- 
lanta end, when a petition framed by Mr. 
Davison and signed by many of the 


‘leading dealers of Atlanta was mailed 


Senator Clay, setting forth in detaiP 
these facts as above stated and calling 
on him to use his influence to the end 
that the present duties upon these items 
remain stationary. 

A Plain Effert at Extortion, 

Mr. Davison characterized the present 
effort to secure an advance of the tariff 
on these two leading necessities of daily 
life, as a plain attempt at extortion, 
which, if successful, -would-. enrich a‘ 
small group of manufacturers now al- 
ready amply protected, and take mil- 
liong annually from the pockets of con- 
sumers. 

“The only excuse back of the request 
for higher duties on these articles,’”’ de- 
clared ‘Mr. Davison, “is greed, pure and 
unadulterated. Under ‘the existing duties, 
manufacturers, both of hosiery and 
gloves, have prospered and developed 
marvelously, controlling now approxi- 
mately 75 per cent of sales from these 
industries in America. The cry of ‘pro- 


nection, at least, is the most bare-faced 
farce. 

“Both manufacturers and employees 
have experienced the most tremendous 
growth’and prosperity under the present 
rates, which, under conditions I will ex- 
plain, enable them to defy foreign com- 
petition. But the former see now an 
opportunity to tighten and make abso- 
lute their monopoly, and the cost there- 
for, while not benefiting wage-earners in 
the least, will come out of the fixed in- 
comes of the average men and women 
in this country.” 

How Industries Have Flourished. 

Mr. Davison cited as unanswerable ar- 
guments that prevailing rate’ afforded 
ample protection to these two industries, 
statistics taken from the latest federal 
census covering their growth for the 
‘period of years since they have figured in 
American sales. " 

“The present rate,” said Mr. Davison, 
‘fon hosiery is 60 per cent. It is ample 
for purposes of profit, protection and de- 
velopment. This is demonstrated be- 
yond rejoinder by figures from the fed- 
eral census, showing the growth in 
value of the output of the manufacturers: 
in 1900, their output was valued at $22,- 
759,319. 
jumped to $43,590,957, or an increase of 
100 per cent. During 1908, domestic 
manufacturers . themselves estimated 
‘their output at between $50,000,000 and 
$60.000,000. This looks like there is 
plenty of money in the business at the 
prevailing 60 per cent duty, doesn’t it? 
Who can imagine any of these men do- 
ing business at a loss or &@ precarious 
profit. bs 

“On the other hand, statistics cov- 
ering foreign imports of hosiery for 
the last eighteen years, from 1890 to 
1908. indicate that the amount of for- 
eign hosiery imported from year to 
year remains practically the same, 
while American supremacy has in- 
creased 60 per cent in five years.

ward. Here and there American firms 
produce higher-class hosiery. but as a 
rule we depend upon Europe for the 
goods of more expensive grades. As 
in many other of the trades and 
crafis, this country has not yet ad- 
vanced to the manufacture of the finer 
grades. We are learning steadily, but 
it will be some years before we will 
compete wtih foreigners to any extent 
in hosiery selling above 25 cents. 

“The margin of profit for the retailer 
on this 25-cent staple is exceedingly 
narrow. He gets out with a whole 
hide, and that’s all. : 

“The foreign manufacturers begin 
where we leave off. No hosiery seli- 
ing for less than 25 cents is imported 
in this country. But the fact that for- 
eign hosiery can be sold here for 26 
certs, is a fact which protects the con- 
sur.ier, while it leaves an ample profit 
for the American manufacturer. 

“If the duty is pushed up 20 per 
cent, as proposed, it simply means that 
the only protection now accorded the- 
average man and woman in Atlanta 
and other portions of America wilil be 
withdrawn, and the domestic manu- 
facturer will so arrange his prices that 
the price to the consumer for the sock 
and stockings now selling at 25 cents 
will go up to 35 cents. It is by no 
means certain that even then he will 
not be sold an inferior article, since 
there will be no competition in this 
grade, and the manufacturer will yield 
to the human impulse to reap all the. 
profits of his monopoly. 

Advances, Too, on High-Priced Goods. 

“There will, necessarily, also, be ad- 
vances on higher-priced goods, though 
these will affect only the wealthier 
classes. The main thing is that the

“The facts with regard to the ability 
of this country to produce high-grade 
hosiery practically applies to its ability, 
ag yet, to produce high-class gloves. We 
have not as yet mastered the details 
of a trade that has been handed down 
from family to family in. Europe in 
the fashioning of glovés, as well as 
hosiery. This fact takes away the last 
excuse for raising the tariff in the 
sacred, but laughable name,of ‘foster- 
ing American industries.’ ere are no 
higher-grade glove mamufacturers in 
this country to foster, but there is a 
consumer to rob, and !t looks like this 
is coming to him. 

The Brazen Littauer. 

“To show you that presént protective 
tariffs on gloves is ample it is only es- 
sential to quote the manner in which 
the industry in this country hopelessly 
distances the import businéss. In 1905 
the domestic product was valued at 
$17,740,385, while importations were 
valued at only $4,899,793. How is this 
as an unanswerable argument for the 
maintenance of the present schedules? 

“The glove industry of America {a 
practically controlled in one little lo- 
eality, Gloversville, Fulton county, New 
York. And the brain and guiding gen- 
lus of the industry !z Littauer, con- 
gressman from New York. 

“The two coincidences are interesting 
40 say the least. 

“Marshall, Field & Co., also working 
against these outrageous and unjustifi- 
able increases, supply the following 
data regarding present and proposed 
rates applying to gloves. They say: 

“Under the present act gloves not 
over 14 inches are taxed according to 
length: in Schmaschen, $1.75 to $2.75 
per dozen; in lamb suede, $2.50 to $3.50 
per dozen; tn lamb glace, $2.50 to $4.50 
per dozen; and in kid, $3 to $4.75 per 
dozen, while under the new agt the 
rates are uniform on gloves of all kinds 
of leather, ranging from $4 to $9.60 per 
dozen, according to length. Manifestly 
these rates are prohibitive and intended 
to be so. 

“*The rates suggested are increases 
over the present rates of 128 per cent 
to 150 per cent for Schmaschen, 60 per 
cent to 174 per cent for lamb, and 33 
per cent to 102 per cent for kid.’ 

“What the 25-cent article is to ho- 
siery, the Si article is to gloves. It is 
the price paid by the average American 
man, Woman and child. 

“The dncrease meditated will place a 
tax of 33 cents on the cheapest import- 
ed glove, which acts as a protection 
toward the American corisumer paying 
$i for gloves, against the rapacity of 
the domestic manufacturer, who would 
otherwise hoist his price if he had no 
competition to keep him within bounds. 

“Eventually, under the preposed ‘re- 
vision,’ the consumer would be paying 
$1.35, or even more,for gioves, and it 
is likely he would get m poorer quality 
at that figure than for the price he is 
now paying. 

“Higher grades of gloves would, of 
course, g0 up in proportion, though I 
contend that the wealthier classes can 
easier stand these impositions than tte 
average man and woman of limited in- 
comes, with tremendous demands for 
their money and laboring under the ne- 
necessity of making $6 do the work of 
twenty-five or thirty. ) : 

“This is the case, in brief, with re 
gard to the revision of the tariff, so- 
called, and the consumer with regard 
to two items that enter into the lives of 
practically the entire population of 
America. Such a policy is diametrically

The Petition. 

The petition sent Senator Clay by Mr. 
Davison, and containing the names of 
prominent Atlanta dealers, is as follows: 

“Hon. A. S. Clay, Washington, D. C.— 
My Dear Sir: We, the folowing mer- 
chants of the city of Atanta, Ga., 
hereby protest against the proposed 
increase in the tariff now before the 
ways and means committee regarding 
hosiery and gloves. We-believe that 
the nresent rate of duty is high 
enough to pay liberal wages to the 
operatives of this. country and a mag- 
nanimous profit to the owners of the 
factories, as same is shown by the 
last government census. In five years 
the increase in manufactured product 
in hosiery alone is 100 per cent, 
whereas for the past eighteen years 
the amount of hosiery imported in 
this country has varied very littie 
from year to year, the official figures 
being, 1890, imports $5,162,085, and in 
the year 1908, $6,645,570. The domestic 
output in !900 was $22,759,319, while 
in 1908 the domestic manufacturers 
themselves estimate their product at 
between fifty and sixty millions. Tae 
above official figures show conclusive- 
ly that the amount of foreign hosiery 
imported does not vary materially, 
while the manufacturers are going 
ahead and have increased in five years 
60 per cent. The duty today on im- 
ported hosiery is 60 to 65 per cent, 
-while the rate asked for is between 80 
and 88. This is considered an out- 
rageous advance, and an injustice to 
our people and more protection to the 
domestic manufacturer than is either 
reasonable or necessary. It is a fact 
that the foreign goods are superior in 
krittine. dyeing and finishing, yet 
they are a necessity to the American 
reople, inasmuch as_ the domestic 
manufacturers have not yet been able 
to produce hostfery such as the higher- 
class trade would buy. We welcome 
the advance the manufacturers are 
makin. we welcome the control they 
pre getting, but we do not think they 
should show this spirit of greed, and 
that is exactly what they are doing 
when they ask for 20 per cent more 
duty in addition to. the already~ex- 
ceedingly high rate in effect. 

“Now, as to gloves, the domestic 
manufacturers are asking ‘for a tariff 
that would practically exclude half of 
the ‘foreign gloves now imported. -it 
would also put the entire industry into 
the hands of a small group of manu- 
facturers, nearly all of whom afe |lo- 
cated within the small radius Qf ter- 
ritory in Fulton county, New York. 
The rates suggested are increased 
over the present rates of [28 to 390 
per cent for Schmaschen, 60to 200 per 
cent for lamb and 33 to 184 per cent 
for kid, which is in direct opposition 
to the wishes of the people in this 
country who have persistently de- 
clared themselves in favor of a mark- 
ed reduction in the present rates of 
cuty- It is a statistical fact, how- 
ever, that the domestic manufacturers 
now control and put upon the market 
75 per cent of the gloves used in this 
country, yet there is a market and a 
demand for the 25 per cent of foreign 
goods.

EAST NEARING COMPLETION

Every day of the week just ended has 
been rich in results for the Great South- 
ern Music Festival. The sale of season 
tickets has been strong and continuous. 
Work on the mammoth auditorium has 
progressed without interruption. En- 
thusiasm on the part of the public-at- 
large both here and throughout the 
eouth has grown wider and deeper. 
The chorus, in its frequent rehearsals, 
has shown such splendid possibilities 
that it will undoubtedly be one of the 
outstanding features of all five per- 
formances. 

Theee are the things of immediate in- 
terest and consequence.

first night. But in the meantime At- 
lanta ‘hereelf is doing her own local 
part, the part by which her musical 
prestige will be judged. That is why 
such unremitting labor is being spent 
on the hundreds of details that will 
round out the festival into an artietic 
whole. 

Rehearses Like Belasco,

cage producer. 

Seed was secured and Mr. Moore su- 
perintended the planting and growire 
of a fiel dof 100 acres. The crop 
proved a success in plant development 
and the harvesting occurred last Octo- 
ber. The necessary machinery was se- 
cured to prepare the stalks and an ex-- 
pert was called in to assist in the 
demonstration. The stalks were pre- 
pared for shipment to a.paper mill, 
where they were converted ‘easily into 
paper pulp. card board and paper. the 
cost of manufacturing settied and the 
percentage of yield determined. With 
the output from the okra stalks prac- 
tical tests were made by the printing 
trede, and the actual superio ty of 
value in okra paper has been settled 
to the satisfaction of all who had part 
in the experiment. 

Big Factory Plauned. 


Mr. Moore and his associates ‘have 
now settled upon plans for the con- 
struction of a plant to manufacture 
paper in this community. The cost of

Business men here and throughout 
a wide scope of tHe state have already 
been convinced of the merits of this 
new industrial undertaking. and those 
who have the lead now are meeting 
with little difficulty in accomplishin>;

ing of paper and other materials from 
the okra plant. 

Okra Paper and Cordage. 

The great problem confronting not 
Only the newspapers but the entire 
printing trade today is the steadily in- 
creasing price of white paper, due to 
the rapid depletion of the. visible sup- 
ply of spruce and poplar which are 
the main source of the raw material for 
paper making. The knowledge of this 
condition has stimulated the search for 
a substitute for wood and _ various 
sources of paper “‘stock’’ have beem sug- 
ested, such as corn and cotton stalks, 
many thousands of tons of which an- 
nually go to waste. But it has been 
found that, while there are millions of 
tons in the aggregate, the yield of paper 
material to the ton is so’small that the 
amount really available at any given 
point is not sufficient~-to warrant the 
erection of a paper mill. 

It has been determined from actual 
tests that the average weight of cotton 
stalks wpon an acre is 650 pounds, and 
the yield of paper is not quite one-fifth 
of the gross weight of the stalks, while 
when corn stalks are used, it takes the 
product from seven acres to produce 
one ton of paper. When one realizes 
the fact that every day there are nearly 
15,000 tons of paper made in the United 
States, of which 4,000 tons are used by 
the newspapers alone, it takes but a 


simple calculation to see the futility of | 


been sugwested so far, except the okra 
plant. 

The experiments which have been car- 
ried on in Macon during the past year 
show that in okra the best source of 
paper material, so far discovered, has 
been found. It combines ease of cul- 
ture with a large yield of available ma- 
terial to the acre. It can be grown 
anywhere in the southern tier of states, 
but, being naturally a swamp plan, it 
reaches the greatest perfection upon 
bottem lands. The product of dry stalks 
amounts to from.-.two to six tons per 
acre, and the paper yield is from 50,to 
60 per cent of the gross weight of e 
stalks, 

Advantages in New Material. 


In building a mill to manufacture 
paper from wood, it is only a matter of 
a few days before the available supply, 
within even a large radius, is used 
,UPp, and the mill has to be moved to a 
new location, with all the attendant ex- 
pense. 

With okra, a mill erected in a suitable 
location becomes a permanent invest- 
ment, because the plant is grown anew 
each year, and the source of supply is 
constantly renewed, as it can be grown 
upon the same soil year aiter year. 
So far as it is known it is not troubled 
by any insect pests. Okra is pdactically 
a sure crop, and one requiring but little 
cultivation, and it has the additional 
advantage ‘of being)made in five months, 
which allows the use of the land for 
other purposes during seven months of 
the year. That it will be a paying crop 
to the planter is assured by the crops 
which have been grown already. An 
acre of average bottom land near Macon 
last season produced a crop of okra 
which weighed green 28,000 pounds
